on the revision, of the confession, of 
faith, which took up 'the wiioie of 
three days last week, -was resumed 
today, and it is believed some definite 
action will "have been taken before 
the assembly adjourus for the~day 
Mueh comment has been made by the 
commissioners over the high charac 
ter of. the debate as far as it has go.ns 
There has bean a total absence of 
harsh feeling. 


"When the assembly reconvened the 


question for consideration was. "Shal 
the majority report be adopted in its 
entirety?" This report, briefly stated 
recommended the appointment of a 
committee to prepare a brief sum- 
mary of the reformed faith,foearlagthc 
same relation to the confession which 
too shorter catechism bears to the 
larger oateciiism and formed on the 
general model of the consensus creed 
prepared for the assembly of 1892, or 
the "articles of faith" of the Presby- 
terian church of England. The report 
also recommended that this commit- 
tee prepare amendments to several 
chapters of the confession, either by 
modification of the text or by declara- 
tory statement, or as more clearly to 
express the mind of the church. The 
motions tn dismiss the whole matter

is extant in the family of the descend- 
ants of one of the brokers "of that 'perl-' 
.od an old record bearing date ot April 
•8,' '1817,. with this entry: "Kefeolved, 
That we pay Mr. George F. Yanp'ell, 
for the use of his front room in, the 
iecond story of house J>o. 40 Wall 
street, §200 per annum, he to furnish 
:fire and chairs •when required and tc 
keep the room in order.'' How loag 
the exchange remained In this second 
story room is not known, at least by 
your correspondent, but it was proba- 
bly not miicii o.ver a year before it 
.moved to "the npper room of the old 
Merchants' Exchange" referred to by 
the historians. Here stocks were trad- 
ed in until 1837, when the worst fire 
that had ever visited New York wiped 
it out and destroyed the records of 
the exchange, including the names of 
its original and early members. While 
the town was being btsilt up again the 
Sack Exebongp seems to have gone 
back to the curbstone style of doing 
'business, but in 1S42 it secured quar- 
ters in the new Merchants' Exchange,

Who Hit the "Grit" at

Writes His Experience and 


Relates the Stories of 


Engiaemen.

railroad wreck -until they have gone 
.h'rough one and few persons, except 
"•ailroad men themselves, ever have an 
opportunity to know just how it feels 
to be on a. flying locomotive when 
either the head or tail end of another 
rain looms up suddenly on the same 
;rack aa<3 within a distance that makes 
a. collision inevitable. Railroad men. 
experience aiany of these horrors but 
newspaper reporters, being engaged 
n an occupation that is hazardous 
only when some one who has been 
'written up" starts a "rough house." 
eery seldom have an opportunity to 
lear the cry of "unload" ant! when 
they do they are usually too bafrly 
Tightened to write a very clear story 
of thier experience.

the train passed the Ohio-Indiana State 
line, and tlie train was running at a 
rate of fifty miles an hotir. Just west 
of Fort Recovery there is a sharp 
curve, and the train • was running at 
almost full speed when at struck the 
curve. Suddenly a torpedo exploded 
tinder the engine. The engineer ap- 
plied the bra&es and -waited tor a sec- 
ond torpedo. 


Rounding the curve th-e four men in 


the engine were horrified to see. less 
than 200 feet ahead, a freight train at 
a standstill on the main track. En- 
gineer Nutting reversed the lever, ap- 
plied the air brakes, and threw open 
the saici box. 


"We are in. for it. boys." he shouted. 


"Jump for your lives." 


He had done all in his power to stop 


the train, but it dashed onward to- 
ward the rear of the freight train. 
Traveling Fireman Gounseller jumped 
from the left side of the engine: En- 
gineer Nutting jumped from the right 
side-, ana was quickly followed by the 
Leader representative. The train was 
then running at a rate of fully thirty- 
live miles an. hour. Dazed and breath- 
less, the Leader representative picked 
himself up out of the ditch, fearing and 


and at the time of the wreck. Shortly 
after 12 o'clock the train pulled out of 
Fort Recovery aud continued on its 
way homeward. 


The Engineer's Statement. 


"I have been in several different 


wrecks in my experience as an en- 
gineer," said C. B. Nutting, thte'en- 
gineer of the train, "but never before 
this one have I thought it absolutely 
necessary to jump as the oaly chance 
of saving my life. FcrtunateTy, how- 
ever, the caboose on the fregiht was 
nothing better than a tinder box. If 
it had been at all substantial, and had 
offered much resistance to our en- 
gia'e, there would be a far different 
story to tell. After I had jumped and 
bad rolled about twenty feet, I found 
myself oa my hands and knees. I 
looked ahead fully expecting to see our 
cars pilling one on top of ibte other. I 
think I offered an involuntary prayer 
of thanks when I saw the train come 
to a stop and the cars still on the 
track. It was a combination of almost 
miraculous circumstancfes. If it had 
been different in any one respect, the 
consequences would have been dread- 


The fireman, J. JVT. Beacon, did not 


jump from the engine; not, however, 
because he did not thins it necessary, 
but because he considered jumping 
was fully as dangerous as remaining 
on the engine. 


"f climbed out o:t the step." said he, 


"but after Couuseller had jumped we 
were so near the freight train I felt 
that that if I did jump I would simply 
be buried under the wreckage. I was 
sure that our cars would pile on top 
of each other and bury the engine. I 
hung on the side step of the engine, 
and except for a rather severe bump, 
suffered no injury. When. I realized 
that the engine had stopped. I jumped 
to the iever. whith was reversed, and 
shut it off so that th'e train would not 
start backward. 1 never expected to 
come out of the wreck alive." 


Engineer Nutting stated that the 


train was running fully forty miles an 


cspectlns to see the Cleveland train a hour when it struck the rear end of 
pile o£ wreckage. 


Freight Train Damaged. 


The engine crashed into the roar of 


the freight train smashing the ealjoose 
into splinters, aud grinding and eating 
its way into two other freight cars. 
The force of the contact was so great, 
that the entire freight-strain of thirty 
cars and engine was knocked for- 
ward fully a dozen feet The trout end 
of the engine on the special train was 
badly damaged. The special train was 
made up of a combination smoker and 
baggage car-, two Pullnjan sleepers. 


occurred several hun- 


dred feet west of Ft. Recovery, on the 
line of the L. E. & W. railroad. The 
engineer, traveling fire-mau, and the 
Leader representative were oa the 
engine and were compelled to jump 
for their lives. 
Each man was hurled 


twenty or thirty feet through the air 
after alighting on the- ground. The 
Leader representative was the only 
one who was in any way injured, and 
he sustained only a slight sprain in the 
left leg. 
The passengers in the coach- 


es were badly jolted, but were other- 
wise uninjured. Dishes and glassware 
ill the dining-car were hurieii to the 
forward end of the coach. 


How the Wreck Occurred. 


Through the courtesy of the railroad 


officials on the train the Leader repre- 
sentative was allowed to ride on the 
engine between Portland and Fort. Re- 
covery. In addition to the engineer 
and fireman, the traveling fireman, C. 
W- Counseller, was in the engine. A 
fine stretch of track between Portland 
and Fort Recox'ery gave the engineer 
an opportunity to run' his engine at a 
high rate of speed. At 9:35 o'clock 


representatives and.several officials of 
the road, Including Traveling Freight 
Agent F. M. Cole, of the L. B. & \V. 
road: Division Superintendent Thomas. 
Traveling Engineer P. .7. Bowles, and 
Couductor John Darby. They received

jumpeci from the left side of the en- 
gine. His leap was almost a record- 
breaker, notwithstaiidmg the speed of 
the train he jumped landing en his 
feet, ran about thirty feet and never 
fell to the ground. 


•This is the third wreck I have been 


in during tlie last 
week." said he, 


"and it is the third time I have jumped 
from tiw> engine, believing it the only 
chance for saving my life." 


The Experience Described. 


To the uninitiated the wreck was a 


thrilling experience. To one who has 
never really faced ueatli the thoughts 
that pass through his mind during the 
critical movements are interesting to 
chronicle.

A continueus stream 
of water was kept pouring onto the 
fire for an hour before much headway- 
was gainedin overpowering the llajnes. 


Almost everybody in the town were

This year's con 
Terence will open on Friday, June 28 
and- close' on. Wednesday, Julj' 3, with 
special Sunday services in tbe churches 
of Detroit aad Independence day meet 
ings on the Fourth. The opening sd- 
dress of the'. conference will be nmtle 
by Mayor Tota I.. Jolmsou of Clove- 
land, who will be follovreil by Hon. 
William C. • Ma'ybury, mayor of De- 
troit, who vt'lil tvt-leome the conference 
on behalf, of the city and also for the 
local committee, of which he is the 
chairman. 


During the several days of the con- 


ference many questions of social aad 
political significance -will be discussed 
under a programme carefully prepared 
by a committee created at the Buffalo 
meeting in 1899. Mon of national aad 
even -\vorlflwide reputation -will take 
part in these1' discussions, each subject 
being .presented by a specialist la that 
particular field. 


A unique Idea in conferences, con- 


ventions and similar gatherings, which 
was inaucnirated at the Buffalo meet- 
ing and which will be followed at De- 
troit, is that, while- joany questions are 
thoroughly discussed, and rotes are fre- 
quently taken, no one voting in the mi- 
nority upon any question is bound by 
tbe action of the majority. As a mat- 
ter oi' fact, the whole proceedings are 
more in the nature of an expression of 
opinion than the adoption of a plan or 
plans of reform work. In this connec- 
tion it may be stated that the confer- 
ence is composed of men and women 
who attend as individuals upoa invita- 
tions extended by the committee and 
not as delegates representing societies 
or localities. While- stich are the condi- 
tions surrounding tbe conference in 
line with the precedent established two 
years, ago and while the announced 
purpose of these gatherings is to get 
together tb* ablest rspreseatatives of
